The lady, says a New York Sun reporter, 
wasoffended. She picked up her reticule, 
which she had deposited on a chair, and 
haughtily swept out of the store. ‘The dealer 
politely =held the door open and allowed a 
vagrant "yellow and white cur tofollow her. 
He watched them until they disappeared in 
the crowd. oThen he turned to the reporter, 
who had silently witnessed the interview.

She is one of the many 
people who fancy that the watch dog is of a 
peculiar species.

**The bull terrier is a capital watch dog. 
He never barks, because he feels that he 
can deal unaided with any burglar; and in 
nine cases out of ten he is right. It is all 
tooth with him, and a robber rarely knows 
that he is present until he feels him. But 
in this line of business heis not a favorite 
with refined peopie. You see, there are no 
bounds to the ferocity of a bull terrier when 
he is once aroused, and the lifeless body of 
a robber is an unpleasant thing for the 


Ionce sold a 
good bull terrier to the widow of a clergy- 
man. She lived in a lonely house in West- 
chester County, and before she had owned 
the dog a week a burglar climbed through 
the basement window.

“TI doubt, too, whether bull terriers, faith- 
ful, brave, strong and watchful as they are, 
have very much intelligence. Certainly 
they have not as much as the Scotch or the 
old-fashioned Skye; I mean the big silky- 
haired Skye, from which the delicate little 
thing, like a miniature portrait of his an- 
cestors, has been bred for alady’s lap dog. 
A prominent lawyer of New Haven bought 
a fine bull terrier from me abouta year 
ago. On the second night after the dog had 
been in his possession the gentleman was a 
guest at asupper party, and did not reach 
home until the small hours of the morning. 
The terrier met him at the gate of his or- 
chard, and drove him up an apple tree, 
where he held him a prisoner until the fam- 
ily arose at breakfast time. The dog had 
only seen him half a dozen times, and he 
did notrecognize him. Thisis adanger with 
all bull terriers when used as watch dogs. 
They reason slowly, and when they once 
reach a conclusion, whether it is wrong or 
right, they cling to it as tenaciously as 
though it was an opponent’s throat or a 
prowling tramp’s leg, and, like a gun with 
an imperfect breech, they are apt to injure 
their owners in an excess of zéal. Nothing 
will beguile them to forget their duty while 
life lasta, but their sense of smell is very 


over the fence is tolerably sure to clear the 
course for the burglars when they arrive, 
ready for business, at night. 

“By far the best dog for keeping watch 
and ward in a@country houseis one of the’ 
large hght-colored, rough-coated terriers, 
with as little of the reduced breeds about 
him as is possible. He need not bea pure 
strain, but there must be no bad blood in 
him. Across of Scotch and Irish is very 
good, but, I think, the old Skye and large 
plain Scotch is better. Im@®fhould produce a 
dog weighing about twelve pounds. Such 
an animal, without either the strength or 
the ferocity of the bull terrier, has all his 

tempered with a good deal of dis- 

cretion. Whenhe hearsa noise near any 
of the doors or windows he does not at once 
begin to bark. He goes cautiously to the 
place whence the sound came, and, of 
course, generally finds that it was made by 
the wind, or some harmless passer-by, and 
the sleepers are not aroused without rea- 
son. But when he barks you may feel as- 
sured that itis time for you to get up, for 
he never gives afalse alarm; and if there 
is any fighting to be done he will take his 
fuli.shareof it. Butheis no fool He can 
not deal with the burgiars alone, and he is 
not going to try todo so. His bark almost 
invariably frightens them away, butif your 
house is isolated and they persist m trying 
to enter it, you can safely count. upon him 
uable assistant. The bu!l terrier

He refuses to say any- 
thing further or to see any person other 
than his counsel. ‘The police are in- 
structed by the Chicago authorities to 
hold him by all means, as he is a 
principal,

made. He has been identified as the 
inan who bired the furniture moved 
from Clark street, opposite Dr. Cro- 
nin’s office, to the Carlson cottage, 
where Cronin was killed.

If this condition of affairs is permitted 
to.exist, then ranchers in this county, 
though having the oldest right to the 
water, will not get any until recent 
appropriators in the counties east of 

umboldt have all they can use. It 
is probable, however, that the Courts 
will be called upon in the near future 
to determine how much water each 
claimant is entitled to, and to prevent 
any one from getting more than his 
share until all have thal fast prepor- 
tion.

Cinciina rer correspondent 
neu ‘ft is only a short ride 


On one of the innumerable sunny, cloud- 
less days that come to ‘Southern California 
we visited the ostrich farm. Over the en- 
trance gate are the words: “Admission 
twenty-five cents.” We had been invited 
to look at the rare birds, so our purses were 
none the lighter for the visit. : 

Betore us was @ picketed inclosure, over 
one side of whichcanvas is tacked, that the 
curious passers-by may not havea view of 
the ostriches without paying the admission

tee. 

Leaving the carriage we waiked along to 
the far side of the inclosure. As we stood 
before the fence the keeper gave a peculiar 
calland the ostriches hurried toward us. 
We had expectedsuch great birds to move 
awkwardly. Instead, they.move with an 
easy, gliding gait not unlike the camels. 
Perhaps both acquired it in the same way— 
from walking over the deep sands in their 
native land. 

There must have been twelve or fifteen 
ostriches in thecorral. They are strange- 
looking creatures, with long, bare legs, 
broad, fiat bodies, and long, serpent-like 
necks, well suited to their small heads and 
bright eyes. The body of the ostrich is 
from four to five.feet high, andthe head 
rises high above the back, eight or ten feet 
from the ground. 

As we gazed at the strange birds one of 
our party remarked, laughingly, that the 
saying, ‘“‘A bird in the hand, etc.,” seemed 
to have lost its meaning. 

Standing before eight or ten of the queer 
birds, with their small heads darting here 
and there, by the quick twists and curves 
of the snake-like necks, is enopgh to make 
one uncomfortable. The legs.are so _stilt- 
like tnat, for atime, only scaly, bare legs 
and writhing necks impressed us. 

We offered a few oranges in our out- 
stretched hands. The necks wriggied over 
the high fence and quickly the oranges 
were snatched from our open hands and 
swallowed whole. 

We know that this is true, for we saw 
them passing down through the long, 
slender necks. The most tortunate of the 
ostriches showed two or three distensions 
of the neck. 

The bird’s foot has ttvo toes—indeed, it 
may be said to have one great toe with 
another seemingly undeveloped. 

But it is for its plumage that the ostrich 
is noted. We turned our attention to the 
plumage. , 

The great bodies are thickly covered with 
overlapping feathers, looking somewhat 
like thoroughly worn-out tips. The male 
birds are black; the females a brownish 

ray. 

, We were greatly surprised to see the 
number of plumes on the wings—not less 
than thirty or forty overlapping on the tip 
of each wing. 

The keeper threw several handfuls of 
corn to the ostriches, also some alfalfa (a 
kind of hay), oft tp and wet with water. 
They seemed greedy, but we were told it 
did not requiré a great deal to keep them. 

While the heads were darting about for 
the feed on the ground the keeper lifted 
one of the wings and ran his hand through 
the mass of feathers, calling forth an ex- 
clamation of surprise and delight from each 
of us. 

The finest, heaviest plumes in which 
women always delight are the tail feathers 
—the soft white ones are from the tail of the 
male bird. Long white feathers also tip 
the wings of the male, but the most of his 
wing feathers are black. : 

These are the three natural colors—black, 
white and gray—and after cleaning the 
feathers are ready for use, if the natural 
color is desired. Of course, the white ones 
must be bleached, andif some color other 
than those mentioned is desired, it is ob+ 
tained by dyeing. 

Atthe farm the wing feather may be had 
for about $1.50, the price varying with the 
size of the feathers. 

An ostrich egg is about the length of 
one’s hand and about as wide,in form like a 
hen’s egg, excepting thatitis less pointed. 
It is heavy in proportion to its size, for, the 
shell is yery thick; in appearance it ie like 
porcelain, We saw three shells “blown 
out’ like Easter eggs. The price of the 
empty shell is $1.50! The fresh eggs are 
not to be had at any price. 

Tourists buy the empty eggs. Some deco- 
rate them for their Eastern homes. But 
they wou!d certainly bé much more pleas- 
ant without the “decoration.’’ 

Here in California the eggs are hatched 
in incubators. We were told that hatched 
in this way the young birds made their ap- 
pearance after forty days and arethen about 
the size of a hen. 

In Africa, the home of the ostrich, the 
eggs are often left for days with no other 
heat than that ofthe sun. Hére the nights 
are so cold that the only practicable way of 
hatching the eggs is by the use of an incu- 
bator. ° 

The birds of which I have been writing 
are about four years old, and were imported 
from Africa. The length of time required 
to bring eggs to this country from Africa is 
so, great that it makes their importation 
wholly impracticable. 

Should the conditions here prove favorable 
to the raising of the ostrich it ought to be a 
very profitable business. Each bird bears 
s0 many plumes, and these may be gathered 
yearly. 

In many localities in Africa where the os- 
trich was once found in great numbers, they 
are rapidly disappearing before the -march 
of civilization. : 


admired and worn. The demand for them 
seems to be increasing rather than dimin- 


‘ishing. Their demand has made what is 


called “ostrich farming’’ very profitable in 


Africa. In a wild state from five to: fifty 


ostriches may be found together. The nest 
is a shallow pit scraped out of the sand with 
their feet. In this nest from four fo five 
females lay their eggs. When ten to twelve 
eggs are laia the cock  begifis to brood. 
During the night he is surrounded by his 
wives. This is presumably to guard the 
nest from jackals and other wild an

HIBERNIAN BLUNDERS. 


A Few Bulls of Action and Conduct as 
Well as Spoken Bulls, 

An Irishman, testifying in a police-court, 
was asked to explain why he had “shown 
the white feather’? on acertain occasion. 
“’Ts better to be a coward for five minutes 
than dead all your life,” he replied. Another 
Irishman, while accompanying a fishing 
party, had a bad fall down a steep mountain 
slope. Picking himself up, he devoutly ex- 
claimed: “Glory be to God that I wasn’t 
walking back over the mountains a dead 
man !’* 

The humor of these blunders lies in the 
inability of the speakers to regard life as 
excluding death, and death as excluding 
life. But neither of them is a nonsensical 
expression, on the contrary, each illustrates 
what an lrish writer says of Irish blunders: 
“They are frequentiy humorous hyperboles, 
and present very often the most energetic 
mode of expressing the speaker’s opinion.” 

An lrish peasant taiks or “asthrong weak- 
ness,’’ and says that “the water is dry in 
the river,” and tells you that *‘the only way 
to prevent what’s past is to put.a stop to it 
before it happens”? He will confess, ‘‘I can 
always remember things in advance,’’ or, 
“There I sat expecting that every moment 
would be my next,’’ and describe drops of 
rain as varying in size “from a shilling to 
eighteen pence.”’ 

These expressions are “bulls,” but they 
are also picturesque blunders such as could 
be made only by a peasantry gifted with wit, 
metaphor and ingenuity. “Even the cutters 
of turf and drawers of whisky are orators,” 
wrote Maria Edgeworth of the Irish peas- 
ants, more than eighty years ago. 

A writer, on whose essayin the London 
Spectator we have drawn, points out that 
there are bulls of action and conduct as well 
as spoken bulls. 

An Irish lady, observing that her bed- 
curtains had caught fire, hurried away to 
fetch water. She caught up a can of water, 
and as she was aboutto pour it upon the 
flames remembered that it was hot water, 
and mentally decided that it could be of no 
use. An Irish school-boy placed a cup full 
of coffee on a sloping desk. Finding that it 
overfiowed, he sought to remedy his diffi- 
culty by turning the cup around. An 
Irish tenant wishi.g to raise the roof of his 
cabin began by excavating the floor. 

An Irishman, on a gentleman saying to 
him: ‘How did you like that. whisky, Pat?’’ 
at once replied: “Sure, your Ronor, it has 
made another man of me, and that other 
man would like a glass, too.”” A temper- 
ance lecturer might make that bull do 
good service in illustrating the fact that “‘the 
first glass’’ does the mischief.

A Huge Collection of Rich Poor Folks and 
Poor Rich Folks. 

A student_of society in a city like this, if 
he circulates among all classes and wan- 
ders up and down al] the thoroughfares, 
will be impressed with two special features 
of its life, writes the Chicago Journal side- 
walk stroller, namely, the great number of 
its rich poor folks and the great number of 
its poor rich folks. Now, I'mean to explain 
this declaration. [know it needs explana- 
tion, and I can best do so by dividing the 
masses of society into two general classes-—— 
capitalists and laborers. Then I will as- 


sume to call the former ‘‘the rich’’ and the -

_ will call the student’s attention to the many 


hard-working people who own their homes 
in the city—homes seemingly humble, but 
worth all along from two or three thousand 
to six or seven thousand dollars apiece; and 
also to many other laborers who have de- 
posits of sums of money in savings banks, 
varying from a few hundred to several 
thousand dollars each. We will now turn 
away from these poor folks (?) and their. 
homes inthe unaristocratic streets of the 


qetropolis and visit. the fashionable ave- 


Thou- 
sands who pass as “‘capitalists’’—people who 
“put on style,” put who have no property, 
in the bank, and who have to 
scrimp and worry along “‘by their wits” to 
get together the means to live and to pay 
their rents.
